THE MIXED COURT REGIME. 

‘Yet another case of irregularity in 
‘the condact of s Mixed Court ruoner 
was bronght before the notice of the 
Mixed Conrt Magistrate on Tuesday 
morning when, as a result of invest 
tions by Sub-Inspector Johnson, Mr. 
Springfield laid before the Bench 
written statement by one Ching Ding- 
ziang, which alleged that he had been 
confined in the House of Detention 
twice daring the last two years to 
await the trial of a case in which he 
was sned for breach of contract and 
had tvice paid money to a ronner 
named Tsang Tai in order to obtain his 
release. On the second occasion the 
money was to be paid to third part 
and Ching was unable to pay at the 
time, but gave a promissory note to 
Tsang Tai, who gave the necessary 
security and obtained his release. Mr. 
Sprivgfeld did not charge Tsuog Tai 
with extortion, bat called the attention 
of the Court to the irregular proceed- 
ing.—Mr. 8. Fessenden, representing 
Tsang Tai, pointed ont that the ran- 
ners were officers of the Court and that 
any irregularity in their conduct should 
be the subject of investigation by 
the Magistrate alose and not brought 
into open Court. He admitted that 
the lending of money by ® ranner 
acting as middleman between a de- 
fendant and » third party was repre- 
hensible, and had no donbt that the 
Magistrate wonld pnt a stop to such 
practices in fature-—Ihe Court an- 
nounced that the matter would be 
investigated thoroughly and if the 
offence was proved the runner would be 
punished.—Mr. Springfield pointed ont 
that the promissory note was made 
out on visiting card of Mr. 8. 
Barton, British Assessor, and. the 
Assessor (Mr. Hamilton Butler) stated 
that he had informed the Magistrate 
that if an apology was not sent to Mr.

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THE TRAMWAY 
. _ QUESTION. 


i seus (August 24.55. 


‘Wire the lapse of time that has 
passed since the Tramway, Com- 
pany’s proposals for a reorganization 
of.its service were brought before 
the Municipal Council, there are 
signs of an increasing desire on the 
part of the public that the Council 
may see its way before much 
longer to arrive at some decision 
on the subject. Asa result of the first 
discussion, it will be remembered, 
further consideration was deferred 
for a later date “ until the results of 
the working of thetramways had had 
time to develop.” In other words 
the Council believed thatless than six 
months’ running was not sufficient 
basis for computation of what might 
or might not be amiss with the 
system. Now, however, there is 
reason to believe thut the “ develop 
ments” for which the Council waits 
before committing itself are mainly 
concentrated in the development of 
public opinion. That considerable 
cantion is necessary before any 
lecisive step is taken will be gener- 
ally admitted, owing to the peculiar 
circumstances of the installation 
of tramways in Shanghai. The 
Council finds itself in the position 
of having to administer a contract 
made ty its predecessors, and deal- 
ing with an enterprise entirely new 
to the Settlement. That contract 
was settled by negotiation with the 
company which offered the most 
favourable terms to the community 
and in response to advertisements 
inviting open competition. Noné 
of the tenderers, it may be recalled, 
represented local enterprise or 
capital. There were no trust- 
worthy data to guide the Council 
toa decision on several points of 
vital importance to the Company, 
amongst others, the fares to be 
charged ; but the final outcome of 
the negotiations was apparently that 
the Council got the best of the 
bargain all through.” Subsequent 
events would appear to show that. 
the concessionaires in this and, 
perhaps, other contracts had been 
over sanguine. But in this respect 
the community has again been 
fortunate in having to deal with a 
substantial London Company which 
took over the original concession 
and has cafried out its terms 
regarding equipment and construc- 
tion in a thoroughly satisfactory 
manner. That Company now asks 
fora modification of the original 
terms on the groun@that the public 
do not use the first-class, mainly 
owing to the it difference 
between first and second-class fares: 
and the Council, naturally enough, 
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would prefer to feel that it has 
public sanction before acceding to 
the Company’s application. 

The details of what the Company 
now proposes have been fally set 
forth in these columns and need 
not be further recounted. Re- 
duction of the present fare sections 
would tell in favour of the Tram- 
ways, not only by slightly increas- 
ing actual fares over the whole of 
the much used line from The Bund 
to Defence Creek, but also by 
attracting a larger number of short 
distance passengers. The latter 
consideration, however, might 
equally be held as an advantage 
for the public ; which also stands to 
gain considerably by the lesser cost 
of long-distance rans. In the 
main, the Company’s proposals 
would appear to be based on a fair 
principle of give and take, carefall 
thought out in the interests of bot 
parties. No one but an expert can 
form an accurate opinion as to 
their effect upon the Company's 
revenue, but bearing in mind that 
success depends upon catering for 
the public on attractive lines, we 
think that the Council might be 
well advised in giving weight to 
the expert advice of its representa- 
tives. That the Company should 
prosper within reasonable bounds 
is undoubtedly the general desire, 
since this enterprise is a semi- 
public one like gasworks, water- 
works and telephones. In many 
places tramways are an entirely 
public service, carried on by the 
community, sometimes without 
profit, in the interests of cheap and 
rapid’ communication: and it is 
obvious that unless the due return 
‘on capital is obtained by the share- 
holders, no expansion nor venture of 
fresh expenditure need be looked for. 
In this connexion there is reason 
to believe that the Company is 
already meditating experiments 
which might add considerably to 
the convenience of the service. 
The cars at present in use are not 
wholly suited to the needs of the 
locality, and suggestions have been 
put forward that the use of open- 
air trailers at certain of the busiest 
hours of the day, or with a view to 
attracting evening excursions in 
the hot weather, would prove an ac- 
ceptable addition, without any extra 
disturbance to the general traffic. 
More than this there is the possible 
need, already an actual one in some 
quarters, of extending the system, 
and though the Company cannot 
justly be accused of lacking initia 
tive, it is a simple matter of 
business that such extensions are 
not to be expected except on the 
condition of fair remuneration. 











Ié the conditions which are now 
before the public could have been 
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realized either by the Council of 
1906 or by the Company, it is quite 
certain that some modification of 
them would have been devised ; and 
it is neither the interest nor the 
inclination of the community to 
insist on tooharda bargain. Home 
capital was invested here at a time 
when it was not available locally : 
and as it is possible that on some 
future occasion we may agai 

require gold capital, it behoves us to 
adopt a liberal rather than an un- 
sympathetic attitude towards those 
who must be accounted to have run 
some considerable risk. ‘As we 
pointed ont when previously refer- 
ring to this topic, the Company has 
suffered heavily, not only by the 
recent enormous depreciation in Ex- 
change, but also by depreciation of 
subsidiary silver coins and ten- 
cash pieces, neither of which 
disadvantages were calculated 
upon by the signatories of 
the contract. In view, therefore, 
of all the adverse circum- 
stances surrounding this important 
enterprise, wo believe that the 
Council will have the support of 
the community, if it consents to 
interpret the Tramway contract in 
a manner which would tend to 
place the Company on a dividend- 
paying basis. Should it, for 
example, be found that the Council 
is making more than the anti- 
cipated profit from the supply of 
electricity, it is even possible that 
the best interests of the community 
would be served by adopting 
throughout a generous policy, within 
the bounds of moderation, towards 
the Company. For the time being 
no concession is sought in this 
respect. To quote from the mem- 
orandum which was submitted to 
the Council on July 21: “The 
scheme in its entirety is designed 
to give a proportionate use of the 
two compartments of the cars ;” 
and it appears to be justly con- 
tended that such a scheme “would 
afford greatly enhanced facilities to 
the community and encourage the 











development of desirable districts." 





THE HUANGPU 


CONSERVANCY. 


August 25, 

So many ramours have been 
current in connexion with the 
Huangpu Conservancy, that it may 
be advisable to state briefly what 
has happened up to date. Towards 
the end of July Mr. Ku Hung- 
ming brought to the notice of 
the Board alleged irregularities 
of a serious nature in regard 
to the dredging contract and the 
expenditure on the Huangpu Con- 
servancy scheme. When these 
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allegations were Lrought to the 
notice of Viceroy Tuan Fang, his 


Excellency nominated a Commis- 
sion, composed of Mr. H.E. Hobson 
\ Secrrmroeed of Customs), the 
shanghai Taotai, Taotai Kwang of 
the Kiangnan Dock and Engineer- 
ing Works, and Mr. Ku Hung- 
ming, to make a thorough investigs~ 
tion of the matter. The members 
of the Commission were unable to 
agree as to procedure, and they 
then obtained. the consent of the 
Viceroy to delegate their duties toa 
Commission formed of Mr. W. A. 
Carlson (nominated by Mr. Hobsor 
Mr. J.O. Anderson (the Taotai 
legal adviser, nominated by him) ; 
Mr. 4. Flon Hatchison 
(nominated by Taotai Kwang) ; and 
Mr. J.C.E. Douglas (Mr. Ka 
Hung-ming’s nominee). The articles 
of reference were drafted and the 
issions were ready for! 
when, at the last 
hitch occurred owing, 
it is believed, to some supposition 
that there would be objections 
from ‘the Consular Body. It 
does not appear, however, that 
the Consular Body has been con- 
sulted the matter, and under 
Article XI of the ‘Conservancy 
Agreement it is doubtful whether 
it would have the right to intervene, 
its powers being limited to bringing 
to the notice of the Shanghai 
Customs Taotai and the Commis- 
sioner of Customs, any want of 
diligence, care or economy. Only 
if no notice is taken of such re- 
presentations has the matter to be 
referred to Peking. As a result of 
this temporary deadlock, Mr. Ku 
Haung-ming is proceeding to Nan- 
king to interview the Viceroy. In 
view of the nature of the allegations 
that have been made, it would 
appear to be as much in the 
interests of fairness to both parties 
as for the general satisfaction of 
the community, that an investiga- 
tion should be conducted by an 
independent Commission. 














NAVAL 


RIVALRIES. 


August 25. 


Wrrarm the space of one week 
two remarkably confident announce- 
ments have been made by the 
London Press of certain startling 
schemes of naval construction which 
the Government is said to have 
‘under consideration. Last week we 
were told of proposals, favoured, 
it was said, by the most influential 
members of the Cabinet, to raise 
2 £100,000,000 loan as a fund to 
be drawn upon fcr naval require- 
ments, in order that the annual 


budget might not be disturbed. 
To-day we receive the outline 
of a four-years’ programme which 
is to provide thirty Dreadnoughts 
or Indomitables, ata round cost 
of fifty millions over and above the 
present estimates. Neither report, 
if taken singly, would be likely to 
command very serious attention, 
although they may be thought to 
gain weight from the very fact of 
their finding publicity in papers 
unfriendly to the present Adminis- 
tration; while, in the case of 
today’s telegram, it may be 
remembered that the ‘ Observer” 
has given proof more than once of 
special knowledge of Mi rial 
intentions. But considered together, 
especially when joined with recent 
allegations of an attempted naval 
entente with Germany, they are not 
unreasonably to be regarded ina 
different light. It seems to be 
beyond dispute that overtures wero 
made officially or unofficially, with 
a view to effecting some mitigation 
of the intolerable rivalry into which 
Germany's naval ambitions would 
force us. So much may be deduced 
from the declarations of the Ger- 
man Press that it was impossible 
for Germany to entertain any 
proposal on these lines, since her 
naval programme was already fixed 
by law down to the end of the 
year 1914. No Anglo-German 
agreement that failed to include 
relief from the burden of naval 
construction would have much 
value so far as Great Britain i: 
concerned: and we are left with 
the alternative supposition that the 
British Government has reluctantly 
decided to convince Germany that 
her undertaking is a hopeless 
‘one and that no possible efforts 
of hers can bring her within 
measurable distance of that suprem- 
acy at sea which Great Britain 
now possesses and is determined 
to retain. That is to say that for 
every keel laid down in German 
dockyards two will be laid down in 
British ; the alleged scheme out- 
lined by the “Observer” works 
‘out by one ship less than that in 














Great Britain's favour, but the 
difference is not likely to provoke 
objection. It is the duel of which 


country has the longest purse, first 
suggested in irony, if we remem- 
ber rightly, by Mr. Labouchere, 
but quickly adopted in all serious- 
ness by other writers as the ono 
feasible method of checking extra- 
vagant competition. 

The answer of those who resist 
the idea of a two to one standard 
of construction rests principally on 
a comparison of the actual numbers 
of the British and German fleets: 
and from this point of view alone 
their demand for more bulunced 
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thinking and less undignified panic 
bas strong foundations of reason. 
According to official returns issued 
by the Admiralty just a year 
ago, we then thirty- 
nine first-class battleships, none 
of pore than eleven years of ; 
age with thirteen more of 
the so-called “ obsolescent” type 
but less than twenty years old and 
of high value relatively to foreign 
ships, against eleven Gorman battle- 
ships of the first category and nine 
of the second. The disparity is 
equally great in armoured cruisers, 
and while these comparisons leave 
out of consideration ships of the 
Dreadnought class, it would be obvi- 
ously absurd to consider the relative 
strength of the two Fleets now, or 
even a year or two hence, as 
computable only on a Dread- 
nought basis, As regards: futare 
construction we have had the solemn 
declaration of Mr. Asquith that 
the national maritime supremacy 
shall be maintained at all costs ; and 
Mr. McKenna’s equally solemn 
pledge that the present programme 
for 1909 “ would give the country 
complete security at the expiration 
of the time when that programme 
would be completed;” and that next 
year the Government would take the 
foreign increased construction into 
account for maintaining national 
security in 1911-12. From the fact 
that this pledge was given but a few 
weeks ago we may draw fresh 
cause for hesitation to accept the 
new programme as now reported. 
So sudden a change of tactics on 
the part of the Government, if in- 
deed it is to be made, would appear 
to imply almost an apprehension of 
immediate war. Without, however, 
taking so extreme a view as this, | 
some extension of the actual estim- * 
ates would be justified by the 
simple fact that the German pro- , 
gramme has been twice augmented 
above the proportions originally 
laid down for it in the year 1900; , 
and that there is no valid reason 
why it should not be raised still 
higher, since the difficulty of obtain- 
ing the necessary funds depends not, 
so much upon actual want of re- 
sources, as upon the present lack of 
elasticity in the German financial 
system. Of the national inclination 
for the necessary expenditure ac- 
counts areconflicting, although there 
is little doubt that the popularity of 
the Navy has grown greatly in 
Germany daring recent years. That 
feeliny, however, has assuredly not 
waned in Great Britain ; and if the 
Government has indeed decided - 
that an ovefthelming naval pro- 
gramme offers a better prospect 
of security, and even of eventual 
economy, than the most elaborate 
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guarantees, it is certain that the 
nation will not shrink before the 
cost. 





PIUS X 


VATICAN REFORMS 
August 26. 

Wuen Cardinal Giuseppe Sarto 
was chosen to succeed the late 
Pope Leo XIII, after Cardinal 
Rampolla’s dramatic retirement 
before the Austrian veto and the 
impossibility of electing Cardinal 
Gotti, it was the fashion to regard 
him as a man of suintliness but 
small force of character. The error, 
for error it was, was strength- 
ened sby the new Pontiff’s own 
behaviour. Leo XIII loved to 
surround himself with state and 
ceremony. Pius X looked upon 
both these attributes of his throne 
with aversion. If the Pope might 
not go to see others, there was no 
reason why others should not come 
to see him: and many were the 
stories brought back by visitors to 
the Vatican of the simple demean- 
our of the Holy Father at receptions, 
and the pained looks of Papal 
chamberlains. So far as simplicity 
is defined by kindliness of nature 
and an unswerving faith, there is 
no doubt that Pius X is largely 
endowed with it. It is said that 
the words most commonly heard! 
from his lips are, + Dio provvederit ; 
and that before the calm conviction 
with which those words are spoken, 
his councillors have no alternative 
but to submit, however perilous the 
step to which the Pope is commit- 
ting himself may appear. To some 
minds Pius X is a fanatic and the 
strength of his convictions no more 
than the obstinacy of weakness 
But the events of his reign are 
already beginning to point in another 
direction. Whatever may be the 
force of the traditional power 
behind the throne in Vatican 
counsels to-day, there is no 
disputing Pins. X’s ability to 
take an independent attitude and 
to accept the full responsibility 
of all acts bearing his seal. And 
among these not the least striking, 
for the evidence which it affords 
‘of Papal sagacity as much as for 
its own intrinsic value, is the new 
decree for the reform in organiza 
tion and working of the different 
Congregations. 

That reform was needed in this 
particular has been evident for, 
many years. The Congregations 
of Cardinals (giving them their full 
title) to which the Papal authority 
for the government and administra- 
tion of the Church have been 
delegated since the 16th century, 
correspond in some ways with the 














Ministries of an o1 State, 
but differ therefrom in their 
exercise of legislative and judicial 
functions. Side by side with them 
there also exist certain tribunals, 
such as the Rota, which is the 
oldest of all Vatican Courts, 
and the Segnatura, or Court of 
Apostolic Signature, to name the 
two most concerned in present 
reforms. It is hardly surprising 
that in the course of years the 
fonctions of these departments 
should have become constantly 
intermingled, with the result of 
intolerable delays in the transaction 
of business and even of injustice, 
since the suitor who appealed from 
‘one Congregation to another might 
occasionally find himself pleading 
before the same judges in all courts. 
All this confusion is now to be 
swept away. Contentious cases 
are removed entircly from the 














in order to be decided by the Rota 
and Segnatura which are to be 
reorganized for the proper exorcise 
of their powers, the Rota combin- 
ing the Courts of first instance and 
of appeal, and the Segnatura acting 
as a Court of Cassation. One highl 
important provision is that toth 
Courts will be free for the appeal 
of all,a special body of lawyers being 
attached to them who are pledged 
to assist poor people gratuitously. 
Meanwhile the Congregations un- 
dergo a cleansing for the better 
performance of their disciplinary 
and legislative duties. Old fane- 
tions are carefully defined: a new 
Congregation of Sacraments is 
created, charged with questions of 
discipline, particalarly in  matri- 
monial matters, divorce, separation 
ete; and the Holy Office will 
confine itself to matters of doctrine 
and judgement of heresies, deal- 
ing with marriage only where 
one of the contracting parties 
belongs to a different faith than 
that of the Roman Charch. There 
remains to be mentioned what is 
certainly the most picturesque: 
portion of the Pontifical decree. 
Since the days of the Reformation 
Great Britain in common with 
certain other countries, bas been 
regarded as a part of the mis- 
sionary field. The faithful among 
its inhabitants were counted as 
dwelling in partibus infidelium and 
were subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Congregation of Propaganda 
Fide. By the new enactments 
Great Britain, Canada, the United 
\States and Holland are removed 
|from the charge of this Con- 
jgregation, and rank hencetorward 
| with countries in which Catholicism 
tis the teaching of the Established 
'Charch for jurisdiction in the or- 
dinary departments of the Vatican. 
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From a sentimental point of view the 
change will be regarded as compli- 
mentary or the reverse, according 
to individual feelings. But it 
certainly appears to be evidence 
of the growth of the Catholic faith 
in these four countries, while it also 
suggests a more ample meaning for 
the word Catholicism. 

‘The reformations, which, it is 
understood, will be followed by the 
issue of a new Code comprising the 
whole of the (anon Law, have 
been greeted with enthusiasm ; as 
indeed was natural considering 
tho nature and long-standing of 
the evils at which they are 
aimed and the conclusive remedy 
which they bid fair to effect. 
Technicalty their chief interest is, 
of course, for Catholics. But 
from the social and historical points 
of view they deserve the careful 


consideration of a still wider 
ablic. Pius X’s reign has been 
singalarly fraitful. in epoch- 


marking events ; the disestablish- 
ment of the Church in France, the 
pronouncement against Modernism 
and the present decree. What 
controversies the Pope’s action 
aroused on the two former occa- 
sions, is still fresh in every mind. 
He was blamed for refusing 
the French clergy his per- 
mission to accept the Associations 
Cultuelles offered by the Govern- 
ment. He was even upbraided for 
the Encyclical Pascendi directed 
against the Modernists. In the 
present instance he is hailed as one 
in the first rank of reforming 
Popes, and his insight in dis- 
covering, is not more applauded 
than his resolution in applyin, 
the necessary remedy. It see 
hardly doubtful that the encomiums 
bestowed on his latest move 
should go far to make his 
critics reconsider their adverse 
opinions on former occasions, even 
if there were not already other 
reasons to persuade them in 
that direction. Time alone can 
reveal the full effects of 
the Encyclical Pascendi, although 
it is more generally recognized 
now than formerly, that some at 
least of the teachings of Modernism 
could not be tolerated by any 
section of the Christian Church. 
In the case of France it is admitted 
that Catholicism has gained rather 
than lost by the Dissolution and 
that it exhibits a greater vitality 
now than it has felt for many 
years. During the last generation 
the Roman Church has lost ground 
steadily in temporal things, partly 
through deliberate revolutions, part- 
ly by the gradual expansion of civic 
ideas among masses of people to 
whom such ideas were formerly a 
dead letter. The natural result of 
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this loss should be a corresponding 
access of spiritual energies: and 
if such a compensation is realized, 
it will be an interesting task for 
history to apportion the due share 
of Pins X’s responsibility. 














HOLLAND ‘AND 


VENEZUELA. 
August 27. 

Only nine years ago Cipriano 
Castro, now President of the 
Venezuelan Republic, was an 
obscure politician who sat in the 
Federal Senate for the remote 
Andine State of El Tachira, The 
outside world would probably never 
have heard of his existence, but for 
his refusal to pay his taxes, and 
the seizure of his cattle to make 
good his default. Castro considered 
it an opportune moment to hoist the 
standard of rebellion, and, with a 
mere handful of followers, he 
marched on Caracas. Fortune 
favoured him, for President And- 
rade’s 6,000 troops deserted to his 
side, and after a brief campaign 
Castro found himself master of the 
situation. President Andrade fled; 
President Castro assumed the reins 
of government. The new President 
soon embroiled himself with all the 
great Powers, and when their 
disputes were referred to arbitra- 
tion at The Hague, claims were put 
forward by Great Britain, the 
“United States, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain, Holland, Belgium, 
and Sweden. With so formidable 
a list of foreign suitors it is 
scarcely surprising that arbitration 
by no means disposed of for 
grievances, and at the present day 
probably Germany alone of the 
leading nations has no dispute with 
Venezuela. France, the United 
States and Holland have broken off 
diplomatic relations with President 
Castro’s Government, and when the 
‘American Legation was withdrawn, 
United States interests had to be: 
placed in the hands of Brazil as 
one of the few nations that was' 
still amicably disposed towards 
Venezuela. All these raptares 
President Castro claims to be his 
own handiwork, and in a recent 
interview with a special correspond- 
ent of the “ Matin” he announced 
that he was proud of his work. He 
declared that in Venezuela, Colom- 
bia, Bolivia, and Ecuador the whole 
of the economic life of the country 
was in the hands of foreigners, and 
that it was his aspiration to 
regenerate the Northern Republics 
of South America, and unite them 
in joint defence against “the 
barbarians of Europe and the other 
America.” 
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President Castro’s attitude would 
be regarded as ludicrous even on 
the comic opera stage, but he has 
yet to learn that in serious politics! 
‘a ruler who defies the whole world, 
violates the plainest international 
obligations, and treats all remons- 
trances from foreign Powers with 
studied insolence, only evades the 
day of reckoning for so long as the 
aggrieved nations are hesitating 
which shall make the first move. 
By the irony of fate Holland, in 
whose capital the arbitration re- 
ferred to above took place, has 
been the first nation to be tried 
beyond endurance. For some time 
past there has been much friction 
between the two Governments, but 
matters came to a head when Mr. 
de Reus, the Dutch Minister, was 
expelled from Caracas on the 
ground that a letter written by him 
‘on April 9 showed that he was 
incompetent to serve as a friendly 
medium between President Castro 
and the Netherlands. The contents 
of this letter are still a matter of 
conjecture, but from a recent’ 
telegraphic dispatch it appears that 
the epistle in question was ad- 
dressed to the magazine of 
the Dutch Commercial School at 
‘Amsterdam, and advised young 
Dutchmen who were seeking their 
fortunes abroad not to go to 
Venezuela during the régime of 
the present Dictator. Other Venez- 
nelan grievances were the closing 
of Curagoa to Venezuelan ports on 
account of plague at La Guaira 
and Cargeas, und laxity of super- 
vision over Dutch vessels in which, 
it is alleged, revolutionaries fre- 
quently made their escape. Mr.

raiser Gelderland, which at once 
returned to Venezuelan waters to 
protect Netherlands intorests. Then 
further trouble arose from the 
refusal of the La Guaira authori- 
ties to hand over the Gelderland’s 
mail. 

The cart dismissal of a Minister 
of a foreign Power upon such 
flimsy pretexts naturally aroused 
intense indignation in Holland and 
the Datch Colonies. At (uragoa 
an attempt was made to storm the 
Venezuelan Consulate, and the riot 
was not quelled until it was an- 
nounced that the Consul had booked 
his passage. Holland is now pre- 
paring to take more energetic stepsto 
vindicate the insult to her national 
honour. There is already a small 
Dutch squadron in the Caribbean 
Sea, and orders have been issued 
for the battleships Jacob von Heems- 
kerck (5,300 tons) Piet Hein and 
Evertsen (3,250 tons) and the 
cruisers Holland, Utrecht and 
Friesland (3,900 tons), sister-ships 
of the Gelderland, to proceed to 
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West Indian waters. Whether 
operations will be confined to a 
naval demonstration, or an attack 
will be made upon the Venezuelan 
coast, time alone will show. As 
the Venezuelan fleet consists of 
three obsolete gunboats, it is not 
beyond the bounds of possibility 
that the appearance of a Datch 
squadron off the coast may prove 
to be the spark that will inflame 
the revolutionaries who have recent- 
ly been assembling on the Colombian 
frontiers, and if so, President 
Castro, who has raled the country 
with a rod of iron, may have to 
yield to foes from within. In 
South American Republics revola- 
tions are such ordinary occurrence, 
and of such a kaleidescopic charac- 
ter, that no President can be sare of 
his position from one day to an- 

other. But whether Presidem 
Castro’s punishment comes from 
abroad or within it is high time 
that the “ good spanking” referre: 
to by an American Senator—Mr. 
Cullom, President of the Commi 
for Foreign Affairs—should be ad- 

ministered. The Powers are weary 

of his “ aspirations,” and Holland 

will be doing them, as well as her- 

self, a public service if she abates | 
this international nuisance. 











~ UNDER WHICH 
KING?

Ir anyone may‘ be said to have 
been born under an unlucky star. 
it is the Sultan, perhaps we should 
say the ex-Sultan. of Moroceo. 
Externally Abdul Aziz is evers- 
thing that a monarch should be, 
tall, handsome, and equally digni- 
fied and courteous in speech and 
manner. On the death of the late 
Sultan Malai Hassan in 1894, be 
succeeded to the uneasy Moorish 
throne (by the skilful manaavres | 
of the late Chamberlain and foture 
Grand Vizier, Si Akhmed) wit 
singularly little difficulty, though 
he was but a boy of fourteen and 
the youngest of his father’s three 
sons. The two elder half-brothers 
Si Akhmed put in prison to be oat 
of harm’s way, and the new reiga 
began, according to Moorish 
standards, in really very favour- 
able circumstances. Unfortanatelr 
Abdal Aziz was not the man w 
take advantage of circumstance. 
The Moors expect their raler to be 
warlike, despotic even. Abi| 
Aziz was neither. His temper 
was too mild for him to control 
even his courtiers, and his pro- 
gressive ideas, much trampeted in 
Europe, were abominable to his 
subjects. It must be confessed 
that those ideas took s childist 
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form which lowered the Sultan 
still more in his people’s eyes, 
when they saw him squandering 
money (outside the usual diversions 
of an Oriental monarch such as 
menageries and harems) on bicycles, 
cameras, motor-cars, gramophones 
and cinematographs. Contrast 
with these tastes the brilliant and 
intrepid character of the elder 
half-brother Mulai Hafid, who 
during the late Sultan’s reign had 
won blushing honours, thick and 
strong, from more than one perilous 
task on which, it is to be suspected, 
he had been sent in the hope that 
he would return no more. Mulai 
Hiafid’s career in the present reign 
began when he was let out of 
ison and made Governor of 

rrakesh. It was a sagacious 
‘act on the part of Abdul Aziz, 
for one pretender calling himself 
Bu Hamara, the third brother, had 
raised a standard in the north- 
west : and when the temper of the 
nation permits the growth of 
pretenders, it is clear that a brother 
in prison ‘may be quite as harmfal 
as a brother at large. 

It is possible that Mulai 
might still be his brother's loyal 
depaty, as be is said to have been 
at first, but for the course of 
events, and the Moors’ increasing 
discontent towards Abdul Aziz. 
But the Algeciras Conference let 
loose a new flood of anti-European 

ion in the country: and 
although there are grounds for 
believing that Mulai Hafid’ did 
make an effort to resist the 
popular inclination, it was too 
strong for him. So far back 
as in August of last year 
“Mulai Hafid was proclaimed 
Sultan at Marrakesh, and last Jan- 
uary the proclamation was repeated 
at Fez by the most important 
elements in the nation, clergy, 
Kaids and notables. The crisis in 
Foz appears to have been brought 
about by the arrival of a demand 
from Abdul Aziz for ecclesiastical 
sanction to a fresh European loan : 
and from that date the unhappy 
monarch’s final downfall may be 
said to have began. Mulai Hafd’s 
path, however, was yet by no means

THE CRIMINAL APPEAL 
ACT. 

Barely three months have elapsed 
since the new Criminal Appeal Act 
came into operation in England, bnt 
serious complaints are beard against 
the burden and cost of its working. 
Speaking at the recent Leeds Summer 
Assizes, Mr. Justice Bigham deelared 
that the right now given to every 
prisoner to require the Court to 
hear an appeal had been shown 
by the working of the Act to 
be “unnecessary and even mis- 
chievous”. Before the Act became law 
it was said thatthe number of appeals 
would be small and the cost of working 
would be small. Experience so far had 
shown that both forecasts were mistaken. 
For there were then about fifty appeals 
waiting to be heard; in every twelve 
months some 10,000 prisoners were con- 
victed ; and if any proportion could be 
established between these two factors, his 
Lordship estimated that the new Court 
would cost at least £106,000 a year 
and that Parliawent, rer loth, 
would have to appoint additional jndges 
to the King’s Bench. These are 
serious statements coming from such a 
source, especially as Mr. Justice 
Bigham claims the best authority for 
what he says, apart from his personal 
experience. At the Court's first sit 
ting, it will be remembered, the Lord 
Chief Justice expressly pointed out that 
its duties were not to re-try a case 
but only to see whether the ver- 
dict onght to stand. Further checks 
‘were imposed by the judges’ raling that 
8 primd facie case must be made out for 
any appeal against avy verdict as being 
unreasonable or wrong in law ; and by 
the provision of the Act that a frivolous 
appeal should be punishable by an 
increase of the original sentence. What 
now appears to have happened was feared 
by some opponents of the Act before 
it became law.

SIR RANDAL CREMER. 

Almost on the eve of the meeting of 
this Congress Sir William Randal 
Cremer, the most devoted of British

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One unfortunate featare of the out- 
look for reform in Turkey is the 
notorious fact that the new Vi 
Said Pasha, does not enjoy the cont 
ence of the Liberals. He was the 
bitter opponent of the Constitution of 
1876 and of its author, Mitkhad Pasha ; 
and though, in 1895, he himself bad 
to fy to the English Embassy to escape 
the dangerous “ mercy "of his Imperial 
master, he nevertheless remained an 
anti-constitutionalist. At seventy years 
of age he is not now likely to be more 
Liberal than he was in 1876. 

‘The only chance of permanency 
which the present reforms have (in the 

inion of M. Milyoukor) is that. they 
recommend themselves to the Sultan 
as the lesser of two evils—the oth 
and greater, evil being foreign interver 
tion. The writer concludes his letter 
by pointing out (probably for the bene- 
fit of the Russian Government) how 
little the Sultan got by his delay 
of thirty years in letting his people have 
the Constitution he gave them in 1876.

‘The adjourned annual general meet 
ing of shareholders in the Astor House 

held at the hotel 
on Thursday afternoon. ‘There were pre- 
sent :—Mr. L. J. Cubitt (chairman)

directors ; Messrs. G. H. Thomson, 
.N. ews, J. H. M. Christensen, 
W. Brauen, R. W. McCabe, H. H.

raven, and E.B. Skottowe (by proxy). 
Total number of sbares represented 
5,296. 

‘The Chairman said that the Report 
‘and Accounts had been in the share- 
holders hands for some time and, with 
the permission of the meeting they would 
be taken as read. It might be as well to 
‘some few particulars which would, 
in the ordinary course, be published in 
the Workiog Account. As they would 
see from the accounts the past year had 
been a very unprofitable one and, there- 
fore, the Directors in giving an account 
of their stewardship would like to show 
shareholders that their” i 
been served by adopting economies as 
far as possible. There had been 
creases, but they were unavoidal 
in some cases were due to the adoption 
of a different policy. Amongst the 
unavoidable increases was $2,650 for 
taxes and fire insurance. Legal expen- 
tee were rather more than in previous 
years, but in floating the debentares 
there bad been more legal work to be 
done. ‘Then the water was rather a large 
item.

hotel in Shanghai. It had an excellent 
tradition to follow, and the efforts of 
previous managements had been instra- 
mental in making it known in Europe 
and America as the hotel in the Far 
East. Ite position io the settlement 
was exceptionally advantageous, its 9 
pointments were of the best, its native 
staff was about as near perfection as 
any native staf could well be, 
and all round, the hotel was in every 
way a first-class hotel, and should 
always remain so. Only the day before 
‘a guest who had been staying there for 
some time said to the speaker that if 
there was one thi would like to 
take on in Shangh the assurance 
that he would make it pay, that was 
the management of the Astor House 
Hotel. The organization and tradition 
established in previous years had been 
so thorough that he considered the 
























ordinary inside machinery of the botel 
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would ron by itself in the speaker’s 
opinion. All that was welal wis 6 
competent and suitable manager. It 
was regrettable that so little interest in 
their holdings was shown by share- 
holders, for it would certainly ap- 
pear that at the present time they 
had jost reason for no small amount of 
solicitade about their property. The 
place bad evidently entirely lost the 
confidence of the outside public as was 
witnessed by the fact that shares were 
quoted that day at $17.00. ‘They were 
$34.50 some two years and three or 
four months ago. No other shares out 
here were as bad as that, that were any 
good at all. In these circumstances he 
thought it must be admitted that it 
was high time that some more effective 
control were inaugurated over the pre- 
sent management. He observed from 
the Yokohama papers some time ago 
that at the Grand Hotel there the system 
adopted was of having one of the 
directors stayin, the hotel, for which 
‘of course he received special remanera- 
tion. This method would appear to be 
fan excellent one, for though naturally a 
director could not be expected to have 
had much experience of hotel ranning 
he could at least judge if the table 
maintained was in keeping with the 
traditions of a first-class hotel, and form 
slink between the shareholders whose 
interests be represented. 

‘The management from his own per- 
sonal experience was far from satis- 
factory. Gross discourtesy had been 
shown to some of the guests, He 
knew of countless instances where peo- 
ple who had complaints to make had 
been unable to find the manager ; and 
when they did, there was no guarantee 
that they would receive redress and he 
had seen it stated in a paper that the 
wapagement occupied the billiard tables 
for a considerable portion of each day, 
0 that guests could not use them. 
‘These strictures applied to the manager 
himself personally, and vot to the other 
foreign employees of the Hotel, from 
whom he hed experienced nothing but 
courtesy. A good head was wanted, 
‘and he thought it was high time to 
change matters. 

The Chairman, in reply to Mr. 
MacC‘abe, said that under only ot 
heading was there a sh 
fortunately that wi 
count—rooms, board and chit 
shortage on that was far larver than 
the shortage on the year's working, 
which showed that local trade was 
improving. Mr. MacCabe wonld be 
shown the figures in confidence, if he 
applied to the Secretary. The Astor 
House bad three times the number 
of rooms of the other hotels, 
and therefore they might be only 
half full, and still have more guests 
than any other hotel. The main part 
of the hotel's trade came from American 
visitors, and on these there had been 
‘a serious falling off of late.

The library should not only be main- 
tained at ite present size, but from 
time to time substantial additions 
should be made to it,

Sr mit me to lay before your 
readers the sfollowing incidents which 
occurred opposite my house at the corner 
of Broadway and Kungping Road. 

‘Yesterday on the arrival of the 9.8. 
“Chang On" at the Old Ningpo 
Wharf I noticed she discharged » cargo 
‘of the poorest, dirtiest and most for- 
lorn looking lot of Chinese I have ever 
secn landed in Shanghai. There must 
have been several hundred of them: 
men in the scantiest of filthy ngs 
and goat-footed women in the same 
condition with. » horde of asked 
children of both sexes of any age bet- 
ween ten years and ten days, 
mob as far as the 
nd Kungping Road 
and for over an hour seemed at a \oss 
what to do next. I noticed when 
they sat in the shade of the 
trees by the roadside that quite » 
number of the women were weak and 
ailing, one woman in particular lay in 

rosd evidently in great pain as she 
simply writhed in agony. Just theo! 
noticed two coolies carrying » man who 
was doubled up in s coal basket end 
slang on a bamboo, they damped 
down on the road-side and left him 
there ; he was sceompanied by a naked 
boy about three or four years old who 
from time to time gave him something 
to drink out of ao old tin kettle. He 
also seemed in great pain and only 
semi-conecious. Both he and the wo- 
man Isy on the side of the road from 
10 am. to 12.30 p.m. In the meas- 
time I noticed several police both 
foreign and vative who passed without 
taking any notice whatever. 

At 11 o'clock I telephoned the Way- 
side Police Station and they promised 
to send a P, to look into 
things at once. I waited an 
boar, but he did not msterialise so I 
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telephoned again and again and got'a 
promise of a P.C. in the near future. 
In the meantime native sergeant 








strolled along and in order to attract 
the attention of the man in the coal 
basket who as far as I could see was 
rapidly going out he kicked him few 
times in the ribs and waved bim on, 
bat alas I fear he was then past any 
farther 


terest in things undene, 
to the 
got up. 
She also succeeded in due time in crawl- 
ing away under the stimulating 
inflaence of the native sergeaat’s 
ammunition boots. The sergeant 
having thus demonstrated to the 
ignorant natives the superior and 
humane methods of the foreigners, 
strolled off again on his beat. Shortly 
after the P. C. from Wayside arrived 
and he had a kick or two at the geatle- 
man in the coal basket and having thas 
satisfied himself that all was not as it 
ld be, he commandeered a wheel- 
barrow and had the man trundled off 
towards Wayside Station followed by 
the shrieking. vaked boy with the tea 
kettle from which all bands had been 
drinking in toro. Now both of these 
people seemed to me to have all the 
symptoms of cholera, profuse vomi- 
ting of watery matter, etc., 
and evidently in great pain. 
T noticed quite a number of amaha 
with small European children who live 
in Birrenewark Terrace enjoying the 
novelty and told several of them to go 
away, bat after the manner of the 
Indies aforesaid I was told it “no 
belong my pidjin.” . 7 
= My principle object in bringing this 
before your readers is in the bope of 
arousing the officials whose duty it is 
to safeguard this port from the visitation 
of contagious diseases, to a sense of the 
duties for which they are so highly 
paid. It would be intareting to 
Know on what principle of either logic 
‘or common sense the “Kobe Marit” 
was quarantined coming from Dalay 
Inst week because she had on board an 
alleged death from cholera and was 
prevented from discharging her cargo 
in conseqnence, whereas the steamers 
coming from up river which is known 
to be seething with cholera, 600 men 
having died out of one regiment at 
‘Wauchang, are allowed to pass Woosung 
without either let or hindrance loaded 
with natives from well-known infected 
ports.

‘THR POLITICAL SOCIETY. 

On the 10th instant an Imperial 
Edict was issaed commanding the 
metropolitan and provincial officials to 
suppress the Chéwéns' or Political 
Society ; for the Throne has been in- 
formed that some of the members are 
bad-characters and political criminals. 
‘The Edict was issued saddenly and 
public did not know why the Chén- 
wénsé was supp? As this Edict 
concerns the promised adoption of 
fconstitutional government, it may be 
interesting to koow the history of this 
so-called political society, and ita 
trouble with the Manchn Govern- 














ment. 

‘The Chinwénsi was established by 
prominent native gentry aod merchants 
in some of the provinces in 1906, after 
the publication of the Reform Edict 
promising the establishment of a re- 

resentative administration in China. 
its object «was ty asnist the 
Government to investigate the 
political and administrative systems 
of constitutional countries, in order 
to assist the Central Government in 
Peking in establishing Parliament. 
This policy was revealed by x recent 
telegraphic memorial from Mr. Chéng 
Ching-Jén, third class secretary of the 
Ministry of Law (who was a member of 
the Chénwénsé), asking the Throne to 
‘establish » Parliament in Peking with- 
in the next three years and to degrade 
Yii Shih-wei, Senior Vice-President 
‘of the Ministry of Civil Appointments 
and special Imperial Commissioner for 
the study of the German form of 














constitutional Gorerament in Berlin. “Pari 





Yu had twice inemorialized the 
Empress-Dowager advocating delay 
in the adoption of a Parliament, on the 
the ground that there were many things 
for the Central and Provincial Govern- 
ments to do prior to the establishment 
of the two Houses and that no good 
could be done by hasty action. Thus 
the members of the Chénwénsé inter- 
fered in State affairs, which in an nopar-

Chinese masses. Then certain writers, 
who signed themselves members of 
the unfortunate Chéowénsé, xtrong- 
ly exhorted the Chinese not to 
believe too mach in the promised 
new conetitution. When the paper 
wax suppressed the employees were all 
arrested. The Chénwénsé at your Port 
was only established several months 
‘ago by some of the leading Chinese 
residenta, who are taking an active part 
in the promotion of raodera education 
at Shanghai and apparently they 
harbour no evil’ intentions towards the 
Manchu Government. Their sole object 
‘seems to be to hasten the establishment 
of the Pariiament. And there is every 
reason to believe that the Constitution 
‘would benefit both Manchn and Chinese 
‘as well as the Mongols, Mohammedans 
‘and Tibetans. These are the five races

LANGUAGE 
REFORM. 








‘A. correspondent writes :—The pro- 
memorial on the language of 
China which appeared in your columns 
a few days since seems to be another 
step that China is abont to take in the 
wilderness to reform in which she has 
entered. There is nothing more chaotic 
in China than the language, in words, 
names and their written form. The 
Ianguage of China has developed 
enormously and now has no proper and 
practicable means of being written to 
meet the new conditions in the neces- 
sary changes going on in the country, in 
all directions. ‘The colloquial, especially 
in its general mandarin form, is equal 
to all the Governmental, business, social 








‘and literary needs of the country, and 
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written form, equal to all 
their educational needs, and capable of 
development so as fully to enter into 
the twentieth-centary civilization and 
advance, If China would enter in 
earnest’ on this language reform, it 
would put her, as to language, in « 
condition to absorb words and forms of 
speech, and advance so as to meet 
all needs in her development now 
enforced upon her. ‘This advance, 
without language capable of 
development and a form easily written, 
she cannot make in any proper and 
satisfactory way. Her book form and 
high style in character are too difficalt 
and impracticable for the students, aot 
to say the common people, to enter into 
‘an education which the advanced civil- 
ization of the present day requires. 
But with the colloquial in easy, written 
form the language is capable to meet 
the needs of the Empire and its growing 
foreign relations, and ins literary wa 
is not behind the best forms of speech 
now known among the ase is 
‘a good and powerful speech capable of 
oe hibent ‘and best literary thought

Till quite recently, at any rate, the 
takin has been one of the few species of 
big game ruminants that have not 





fallen to the rifle of the white sports- 
man, Mr. Mason Mitchell of the 
American Consular Service and 2 
Correspondent of Mr. Rowland Ward, 
claims, however, to have shot several 
‘specimens of the Chinese representative 
of this animal in the province of Sze- 
chuan, and in proof has sent home the 
complete skull and skin of an adult 
female. This skin differs from any 
takin that has hitherto come under my 
notice in that the long hair of the upper 
parts is uniformly light grey, with the 
exception of a large black area on the 
front of the face and of dark dorsal 
streak. In this respect it presents = 
marked contrast to the bulls of 
the Tibetan race of the takin 
Badorcas taxicolor Tibetana (from 
which the Chinese B.t. Sinensis 
appears inseparable), these having 
all the forequarters, bright golden 
yellow, passing I am told, into rafons 
‘on the shoulders of old animals. The 









grey, and 
dorsal stripe are black, 

The late Professor Milne Edwards, 
who named the Tibetan race, stated 
that the females are paler and greyer 
than the males and the nataral 
presumption accordingly is that the 
skin received by Mr. Ward represents 
the cow of that race. The sender of 
specimen states, however, th 
there are two distinct kinds of takin 
Szechuan, which differ not only in 
colour, bat in size and habits, the 
smaller red kind going about in small 
herds, while the larger grey one is 
solitary, or associates only in pairs. If 
this idea be well-founded the grey 
race may be named Budorcas taxicolor 
Mitchelli, in honour of the sender of the 
female skin, which Mr. Ward has prom- 
ised to present to the British Museum. 
The animal was killed in the mountains 
near Tachienlu, According to Mr. 
Mason Mitchell, the Chinese have 
separate names for the two presumed 
kinds of takin, calling the large grey 
‘one tann-yea (big wild ox) and the

RED-HOT POLITICB, 

In the midst of the summer heat, 
prostrating many people in widely 
‘scattered cities, the National Convention 
of the Democratic party assembled in 
the uplands at Denver. ‘The oppressive 
temperature was not alleviated by the 
artificial snow drifts near the great 
convention hall which had been brought 
down from the Rocky Mountains which 
are on the near horizon at Denver, 

‘Temperature, however, was not 
registered by the thermometer alone. 
The anditoriam seated about 12,000 
‘aod the tempestuous demonstration 
that occurred at the Republican Con- 
vention, which met two weeks previously 
in Chicago was left “gasping at the 
post” by the Denver demonstration- 
Some time before the psychological mo- 
ment had arrived preliminary speech- 
maker ia « flight of eloquence, uncaged a 
pandemonium which lasted for an hour 
‘and a half, all because he had mentioned 
in his speech “the peerless one— 
William Jennings Bryan.” 

Other names came before the con- 
vention, but Mr. Bryan swept everything 
before him when it came to votes and 
for the third time he is the nominee of 
the democratic party. 

SOME CHARACTERISTICS, 

An experienced newspaper corres- 
pondent, connected with a newspaper of 
‘the opposite party, sent a private 
communication to chief which 
was so utterly frank that I cannot 
refrain from quoting it—“I feel 
that I ought to add an apology to 
every dispatch that I have sent to my 
Paper for giving so much attention to 
such a set of cheapskates as I'am writ- 
ing about here. Think of devoting 
columns to Dablman, Tom Taggart and 
Tom Grady and the other lilliputians 
who are strutting around here, but they 
‘are the ones that are doing what is 
ere is nobody else to write

Having fouod the key, he proceeded to 
unlock the Universe, All classes of 
phenomena are interpreted by the law 
of evolation, Stars, planets, plants, 
‘animals, human beings, minds, nations, 
did not spring from nothing or drop 
from the sky, bat evolved in conformity 
with natural laws as redistributions of 
matter and motion caused by an “ In-

. To pretend to do 80, is to pat a 
feverish ‘mass of flesh and blood, 5 feet 
high by 2 feet wide by a foot or 8o thick, 
above all Space and all Time to blas- 
pheme « Power which causes ‘now the 
destraction of a sun and now the death 
of an animalculae.”

Of pertinent interest to residents in 
the Far East is Spencer's view that the 
white and coloured races should ‘keep 
each other at arm's length, In com- 
merce only may they legitimately 
mingle. and that this should be as 
unhampered as possible is shown not 
only by his arguments in the Sociology. 
bat by his death-bed message to = 
Freetrade meeting: “* What right has 
any Government or any majority to 
compel me to buy except where I can 
buy cheapest. and best?” —Inter- 
‘marriage is strictly forbidden : we mast 
keep ottr race pure as we keep our race- 
horses pare. We might as well expect 
good offspring from union of parents 
belonging to races widely separated, as 
trathfnl moral children from union of 
ancestries of habitual burglars and con- 
firmed opiam-smokers. That Spencer 
‘was patriotic in the sense of wishing for 
the welfare of all countries and not of 
one only, is apparent everywhere in’ his 
writings, and the first xenteoce of one 
of hin essays, ‘anyone calls me 
untrathfal or dishonest, he tonches me 
to the quick ; if anyone calla me unpat- 
riotic, he leaves me nnmoved,” shows 
that the trath mast take precedence of 
that narrower type of patriotism which 
frequently plioges nations into bloody 
and expensive wars. 

‘The present writer has for many 
years had deeply-rooted objections to 
uniformity (homoge being the 
least developed state), imitation (a 
of low development due to want of in- 
ventiveness and individuality), tw 
conversation or argument (a form of 
imitation sccompanied by a savage 
spirit of hostility), and to being fre- 
quently in the majority (the majority 
being often strong bat seldom right). 
All these find support in the prin- 
ciples of the evolationary philosophy 
and as it is the small weaknesses 
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which must be rectified before the 
“greatest happiness of the greatest 
number” can be established, it is 
interesting to uote the evidence furnish- 
ed, in the biography, added to that in 
he autobiography, of Spencer's en- 
tic and unwearing tilting against 
the foibles of everyday life arising out 
of the prevailing irrationality. In his 
youth, he says, he “frequently mad 
‘the foolish asewinption that conch 
proofs would change beliefs.” When 
75 he wrote: “Men are not rational 
beings, as commonly supposed;” and 
when 80: “Everything proves the 
contrary.” In no way could this be 
‘more conclusively proved than by the 
pigheadedness of a» humanity which, 
having had the way of salvation dis- 
covered by the arduous labour of » 
thinker who gave up his life to do it 
good, so génorally sets at oaught its 
benefactor and ignores his work. 
Spencer, the Individualist, lived to see 
rampant Socialism threateniag to 
submerge Humanity, whove progress 
towards a bigher state was so near to 
heart, in a bloody despotism, before 
it will ‘again begin to troad tho 
path which leads to Liberty and Civili- 
zation. 

From the dark picture of the comin 
slavery looming in the peer fatare, ite 
a relief to turn to the Principles of 
Ethics, the concluding volumes of the 
system of philosophy, and contemplate 
the peacefal lives of rational beings, not 
slaying and eating each other, either 
literally or metaphorically, but each, 
during the evolution of conduct, having 
mere and more care for the interests of | 
self and others, and working, not by 

rruisin bat by active altruism 
beneficence,” towards that 
highest beneficence, “* which is not only 
prepared, if need be, to sacrifice egoistic 
pleasures, but ix also prepared, if need 
be, to sacrifice altruistic pleasures. 

There are doubtless those of us who, 
in our more selfish moments, indulge 
in the remorseful sentiment that we 
were not born say 5,000 years later, 
when life will be immeasurably purer, 
happier, and less irksome than it is 
now. The counter-sentiment, of course, 
leo arises, that if all were to wait to 
enjoy there would be nothing to enjoy, 

nd that constructing, even for the 
enjoyment of others, and without any 
farther reward is a source of keen plea- 
ware. It is our lot and also modified 
pleasure (modified, because a more 
exalted life would have been possible 
even now, but for the sins aod neg! 
ences of ancestral humanity) to take 
part in the “ msking of Man.”” Spencer 
denied himself all that a short-sighted 
world clutches at to devote his life to 
this highest of all aims. He has 
brought the Milleoniam nearer. A lot

The poorest can indulge in this loxury 
of thought just as freely as the wealth- 














station of life, excepting those prohibit- 


ed by law. ‘The sons of prostitutes, of 
play actors, of barbers and a few others, 
may not compete for any degree. Be- 
yond these, any man may rise to the 
highest honours that the State can 
confer, for in theory, at least, the one. 
royal road to distinction is education. 
"The civil rulers of the country must 
be taken from the scholars of the Empire, 
‘snd when it is considered bow many of 
these are required to earry on the official 
duties of this immense country, it may 
easily be conceived what an influential 
‘and powerful class they are. The 
undergraduates that have failed in get- 
ting their degrees are, of course, exceed- 
ingly numerons, and though they have: 
no official position, they still exercise a 
very considerable influence in their own 
immediate districts. They are the 
teachers in the schools, and the leading 
spirits in the villages. Theireedacation 
places them far above the comron people, 
and in times of difficalties with the rulers, 
or in their village feuds and class fights, 
they are the men whose counsel is 
sought and who naturally assume the 
position of leaders. As they band to- 
‘gether for mautusl protection into 





-|ties are 


resources they have at their command. 
Taken as a whole, they area very u 
serupalous body of men. Their 
have been sharpened by their studien 
whilst their moral sense seems to have 
been paralyzed during the process. They 
are the moral foes of progress, and they 
are the bitterest and most inveterate 
haters of the foreigner, no matter what 
nationality he may belong to.

to successfal scholars in China, (1)

In the final one, 
the Emperor hitmselt is the examiner. 
The scholarship that is demanded to 
gain any of the above degrees is, from = 
‘Western standpoint, very meagre and 
limited in character, and would be 
considered ridiculously small to our 
students in England. All that is re- 
quired of them is # profound knowledge 
of the Confucian Classics. (!) The 
elementary subjects that every boy bas 
to study in our advanced schools, to 
say nothing of the higher branches 
that are taught in our Universi- 
quite unknown to the 
Chinese student. Mathematics, astron- 
omy, geometry, geology, ete., arg terms 
‘that are almost unknown to bim, and as 
for the purely scientific subjects that 
‘our young men and women have to got 
‘up, they have not yet entered into the 
horizon of the scholar's life in this 
country. 
It must not be inferred from this, 
that the course of study that has to be 
gone through by the Chinese scholer is 
an easy one. In many respects it is a 
more severe one than the English lad 
has to go through. He must leara all 
the Classics off by heart, together with 
their recognized commentaries. The 
jects are often crabbed, and always 
more or less day and uninteresting. 
They do not deal with  haman 
life, bat with abstract, moral, and 
philosophical questions. "There is no 
play for real thought. and there 
is no education of the imagination 
by the study of nature.

‘The Discourse is of a more general 
nature aud deals with « wider range of 
sabjects, stretching away, indeed, into the 
remote past and coming down to the 
events of the present day. One of the 
subjects that was selected in days gone 
by was the following : “Give an ac- 
count of the burning of the Classics by 
Shih Huangti.” This refers to the de- 
termined purpose of that famous monarch 
to eradicate every vestige of the sacred 
books ont of the Kingdom, so that 
they could never be studied again. He 
influenced to this action, because 











credit to some of the famous poets of 
the West. This is all the more 
wonderful as the Chinese at first sight 
looks like a man in whose soul no 
poetic fire has ever burned. With his 
phlegmatic look and rough 
unpoetic featares one would as soon 
expect an exquisite description of some 
charming bit of nature from an old cow 
or @ rhinoceros. 

‘The Celestial, however, is a many-sided 
man, and possesses talent and resources 
that one would n¢ dream of from his 
stolid, inartistic looks. He hax more- 















over a genuine love of nature, an 
eye quick to perceive her charins, and he 
seems to be endowed with » special in- 


stinet to discover the beantiful in her, 
and with trae poetic language to reveal 
to others the beauties that she coyly 
hides from those who have not the 
artistic eye. 

For the metrical composition, the 
subjects selected are by no means poeti- 
cal in their character, but they must: 
follow certain well defined laws of 
metre, after the Martio Tupper style, 
which shall take away their prose sp- 
pearance, and give them the semblance 
of having been written by some genius 
in the art of rhyming that will ere 
long bud ont into. fall-blossomed poet. 
The following are the subjects that bave) 
been eiven by examiners in the past: 
—** Describe the famons palace of She- 
bwang Ti, the first Emperor of China”.

the scholars who were imbued with the 
teachings of these books had been his 
bitter opponents in the reforms he 
wished to carry out in bis vewly-formed 
empire. Another subject was, “ Des- 
eribe the Great Wall of China, and 
give an account of railways and iron 
ships of war.” This last shows the 
tendency of the reforms that the 
present Emperor Kuang Hsti initiated 
in 1898, and into that new path the 
Imperial Examiners were led by this 
distinguished occupant of the Dragon 
Throne. 

To write out these essays and dis- 
courses there inust be a very thorough 
knowledge of every word contained in 
‘the Classics, as well as of thoso in the 
recognised commentaries on them. This 
in itself is a most gigantic task, and 
would crack the brain of any-one but 
Celestial. Each character bas to be 
learned by itself, for it is a complete 
picture with the foreground and back- 
ground uniquely its own, and it has to 
be stadied and mastered as though it 
were the only one in the language. No 

istake is allowed here. A misquot- 
ion, or the writing of » character 
‘wrongly, would cause the composition to 
be at once thrown aside by the exeminer 
and deprive the candidate of all hope of 
getting his degree. 

Just imagine five or six thousand of| 
of these square little words, with an old- 
world look upon their faces as though 
they had come out of the Ark. They are 
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‘as dry and as sober as though they were 
mathematical figures, and yet each on 
has its story hidden behind those com- 
plicated dots and strokes. “The student 
bas to penetrate within these, and with 
basy memory catch the fleeting form, 
that flit behind them, and piece out the 
tale of love and hate, of passion and 
murder, of human frailties and noble 
purposes, that lie concealed within the 
folds of those mystic symbols. This it 
itself is a task enough for a giant v. 
perform. 

Wher the student has accomplished 
this, the task yet to be performed is stl! 
a mighty one. The whole of the sacred 
books have to be committed to memory. 
and the meaning of all the words sué 
phrases, that were written nearly thre | 
thousand years ago, to be mastered sow 
to satisfy the conservative ideas of the 
examiners who have the power of enn 
ferring degrees. 

‘A first-rate Chines» scholar ix # 
prodigious monument of the survival 
brain and intellect, after such a strain 
as all this imposes. ‘The books ther: 
selves are on the whole the dryest of the 
dry. Human life has been squeezed oot 
of them as much as possible by the old 
philosophers and thinkers, who do not 
seem to have had a very lofty concep- 
tion of ordinary and common bumab- 
ity. Their style is curt and genten- | 
tious, as though the men that wrote | 
them had either never stadied the art of | 
composition, or were too busy tow 
into details. There is neither romance 
nor excitement in them. Noble senti- 
ments and the highest morality dast 
across their pages, but the teaching ix 
too much divorced from common life. 
We long to bear the voices of men and 
women and the laughter of children, 
and the sound of the human voice ; but 
we never do. How different was the 
method that Christ adopted. His dis- 
courses are full of life, and men and 
women pass before our view, and crowds 














flit before ux, and human joys and | 
sorrows are pourtrayed in language « 
simple that we feel as though we were 
moving amid the very scenes that are s 
vividly pictured before us. 

In the second degree for Kujén the 
subjects are the same as for the first, the

Mr. Fleming said that the point in 
issue in the British Court was not 
whether the Maori King was wrong- 
fally registered, or improperly used the 
British flag. The defendants in that 
Conrt admitted these facts, and pleaded 
only mitigation. 

Mr. explained the procedure 
under British law in an action for| 
condemn: 

Mr. Fleming sabmitted that it was 
impossible that defendant could now 
take advantage of plaintiffs’ misfortane, 
after having had the use of the ship. 
This case was different from one in 
which the parties conspired together to 
doanillegalact. Registration had been 
effected a year before the charter. 
Counsel quoted authorities to show 
that a person who had had the use of 
certain property could not evade pay- 
ment for the eame on the ground that 
there was flaw in the title of the 
ie vessel in this case was 
improperly registered he was surprised 
that defendant had not maintained 
that he had a right to keep her. Even 
supposing the contract were illegal 
defendant would not be allowed to 
enjoy the benefit of it and then avoid 
payment. A party to an illegal con- 
tract conld not avail himself of the 
illegality until he had returned to the 
other what he had received by virtue 
of that illegal contract. Defendant) 
might have been able to avoid the 
contract before the voyage if he had 
discovered that the vessel was impro-| 
perly registered. A party who had not 
becn injared had no right to take 
advantage of a prior illegality. The, 
status of the ship, even thong = 
properly registered, was Brit 
throughout the charter. Counsel’ 





























quoted authorities in support of 
these contentions, and also cited 
case to show that where there 
was independent consideration, even if 
the contract were indirectly connected 
with an illegal transaction, payment 
could not be evaded. Finally, he 
quoted the old case of Inglis v. Vaux, 
which, he submitted, bad never been 
reversed, and stood as the leading case 
to this day. 

Mr. Fessenden said that the British 
Court had held that Dow was not 
the real owner of the ship. It had 
also found that Ginsburg & Co. hed 
knowledge of what they were doing 
when they registered this ship. It 
held that the evidence of Mr. Morda- 
covitch was coloured, that the registra- 
tion was not only illegal and fraudulent, 
but that Ginsbarg & Co, knew it. The 
vessel might therefore have been liable 
to seizure on the high seas. The con- 
tract was not vitiated by lack of title, 
but, he submitted, because Zimmerman 
and the plaintiffs entered into 





British Statutes, and contrary to policy. 
The ship could not be taken out of 
port without violating « British Statute. 
‘Some $25,000 had been paid by defend- 
‘ant on account of the Charter, but 
unless defendant was ignorant of the 
illegality he could not recover the 
amount from the plaintiffs. He did 
not think the contract could be divided 
from the illegality, as it conld not be 
carried out without breaking the Statute.

RE DEATH OF PHILLIP suYTa. 

‘An inquest was opened upon the 
body of Phillip Smyth, who died during 
the preceding night at St. Xavier's 
Seba! 





P, Dignam, sworn, said that 
in religion was Brother Faust. 
He identified the body he had just seen 
as that of Phillip Smyth, aged twelve 
years, an orphan. He last caw deceased 
alive the preceding day at 5 p.m. 

The inquest was then adjourned un- 
til Monday, at 2.15 p.m. 


Shanghai, August 24, 

The inquest upon the body of 
Phillip Smyth, who died during the 
night of August 21 at St. Xavier's 
School, was continued. 

Dr. E. D. Jackson stated that he 
was called. boat 4.45 on Saturday 
morning to attend the boy, 
found in bed lying with 
towards the foot of the bed. One of 
the Brothers was endeavouring to pro- 
duce artificial respiration. The pupils 
of the boy's eyes were dilated and the 
body was warm. Witness thought the 
boy bad been dead for one or two 
hours. He examined the body, bat 
foufid no marks on it. One of the 
Brothers told witness that he (witness) 
had attended the boy for appendiciti 
but witness could not remember 
boy, thongh he remembered attending 
one of the lads; it was » very mild 
attack. 

Brother Faust (recalled) said he last 
‘saw the boy alive on Friday afternoon 
about 5 o'clock. He was then in 
the playground and witness did not 
notice anything strange about him. 
At about 4.40 a.m. the Brother Su- 
perior called witness and told him to 
telephone to the doctor. He did soand 
then went to the infirmary, where he 
























-|saw the boy in bed. The body and 


face seemed flushed; the eyes were 
Bxed; and there was no perceptible 
sixos of breathing, Witness held a 
mirror close to the boy's mouth several 
times and once there was slight 
mist on it, which may have been 
caused by the boy's breath or by the 
mirror touching the boy's lips. Means 
to induce artificial respiration were 
tried and continaed until the doctor's 
arrival, without success. Witness 
noticed, on entering the room, that the 
water bottle, which had been placed 
on a small table near the bed, was 
lying on the floor, as though it had 
been knocked down, When the 
doctor examined the boy he said 
death had not been due to cholera. 








.| Witness bad known the boy: 
for two years, but first met 
him six years ago. The boy's mo- 
ther died of euramia in 1896, 


shortly after the boy was born, and 
his father died of consumption in 1899. 
The boy was ill several months ago 
and witness heard it was a question of 
appendicitis. 

Jules Berne, whose name in religioe 
was Brother Anthelme, stated that mh 
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‘was in charge of the infirmary, to which 
sick boys were sent. Smyth went to 
hhim at five o'clock on Friday evening 
and received change of underwear, 
bat did not complain of being ill. 
Half an hour later the boy said he 
did not feel well and he had been to 
the lavatory three times since he saw 
witness. A dose of medicine—three 
tesspoonfulls of sulphate of sods, 
dissolved in a cap of water—was pre- 
pared and given to the boy, who was also 
told to lie down for while. Witness 
took the boy’s temperature and found 





it to be 98 degrees Fabr. The boy was left | 


lying on the bed, and when witness saw 
him fifteen minutes later he found that 
the boy bad vomited the medicine and 
had been to the lavatory twice. Wit- 
ness thereupon gave him a dose of 
cblorodyne—twenty drops in a wine 
glass of water. At 8.15 the boy rang 
the electric bell, the button being close’ 
to the head of the bed, and asked for 
adrink of water and told witness he 
had again vom Witness obtained 
some water, gave the boy a glassful 
and put the bottle on a side table in 
‘ease the boy should want a drink later 
on. Witness did not think the boy 
was really ill. Witness slept in the 
adjoining room and another Brother 
slept on the other side of the bay's 
room. Witness did not hear anything 
during the night, bat on the 
boy shortly before five o'clock 
witness received no answer when he 
spoke to him. The body was warm, 
but the eyes were fixed. Witness 
sent for the Brother Director and 
Brother Faust, both of whom came 
almost at once, Witoess bad known 
the boy for about a year. During 
last. the boy complained of pains 
which were re oved by hot 
fomentations. The doctor, on that 
occasion, said that the boy was threaten 
ed with appendicitia, 

Benedict Brossard (Brother Camille) 
stated that he slept in the room 
adjoining that in which Smyth passed 
the night, He did not go to sleep 
‘until about 1 o'clock, and during the 
night he heard a sound like something 
falling, but could not locate it. He 
did no know anyone was in the next 
room sick and did not hear any other 
Boise. 

‘The further inquiry was adjourned 
‘until next day at 2.15 p.m. the Coroner 
remarking that he thought it expedient 
that there should be the fullest inves- 
tigation into the matter and he was 
sure that was what the school authori- 
at desired. 

other Faust entirely agreed with 
the Coroner.

In 
consequence of certain things which 
camo to his koowledge, witness wrote a 
letter to the lodger and the latter left 
his house within an hour. On Satar- 
day last the houseboy told witness that 
two men were in the dining-room and

‘and saw the two accused in the room. 
He had seen McKelvie before, as he 
bad once come to a party at witness's 
house as s guest of the lodger. He 
bad heard that the two defendants lived 
together, so he presumed that the second

In 
reply to witness he said be had seen 
the letter to the lodger and that the 
lodger had gone to see the American 
Consul-General on the matter.

‘and tried to drag him out of the 
house. As witness had gone upstairs, 
the houseboy had followed him and 
witness sent the latter to Wayside 
Station for a policeman. Several minutes 
Inter the policeman arrived. He was 
in plain clothes, and after ascertaining 
that he was a policeman, witness told 
him to take the defendants out. Taylor 
told the constable to take witness to 
the Station, but witness pointed out

witness finally got Taylor outside and 
the two defendants accompanied the 
constable to the Police Station.

‘On resuming Mr. Fleming filed two i 


motions. The first was » motion for 
dismissal of the action ; the second a 
motion for reducing the charge to one 
of simple assault. 

Both motions were overruled. 

‘Mr. Masso then briefly outlined the 
natare of the defence, and stated that 
he was reluctantly compelled to take 
the stand himself in the interests of 
his client. 

Mr. G. D. Musso was then sworn, 
and stated that he was » practi 
attorney who had been ia practice in 
Bhanghai for over six years. He 








resgoed the postion of Italian Astesor 
in January last. He was asked to 
attend as a witness in the Price case, 
but refused to do so unless he was 
subpasnaed. ‘That was when the case 
first came on. At that time he was 
not the accused's attorney.

Mr. Bascett—Yo. showed yesterday 
by your questions to Chang Kwei-san— 
by yonr leading question as to what took 
place at my office at the time I examin- 
ed him, that you expected him to an- 
swer in a certain wa; I did not 
expect him to answer in that way. I 
‘expected him to tell the troth. I was

Mr. Fleming. —He cannot show that

Bassett was now cross-examining him, 
apparently with » view to testing the 
accuracy of his statements, and also 
wowed intention of showing 
itness's own answers that bis 
testimony was not worthy of belief. 

Mr. Fleming submitted that bis 
Honoar could not frame Mr. Bassett's 
opinions. Mr. Bassett had never said 
all this. Impeachment only meant 
contradiction of a material portion of

idence. 

‘Mr. Musso repeated that he did not 
kvow Price on July 26, 1906. He 
refused to answer any question in re- 
gard tothe transfer of the Alhambra 
property, as by so doing he would be 
ivalging his relations with Brown, his 
client. At that time he was not legal 
adviser to Price. 

Mr. Bassett—Didn’t you serve as 
attorney for the purpose of transferring 
‘property. from Price to Frank Gordon? 
Certainly -not. 





‘Witness said that he expectedto get a 
proper hearing in the Appellate Court, 
bat the proceedings there did nat con- 
cern him in the slightest. Ile handed 
the transcript of the record over to 
Andrews and Brooks, and they took 
the matter in hand. The ease had been 
in witness's hands 0 far as this (the 
Shanghai) Court was concerned, ever 
ince trial in January, 1907. Jovansen 
made the statement to witness before 
the record had been transmitted to the 
Appellate Court. Witness took no 
steps to get Jovansen's statement into 
the record, becanse, accnrdin: to his 
knowledge of the law—he was subject 
to correction—no new evidence conld 
be introduced into an appeal. Witnese 
was not preparing the record for the 
Appellate Court ; if wo he wonld not 
have allowed it to go in the form it 
did. He did not see how he could 
take steps to notify the Court of Jo- 
vansen's statement. When Jovansen 

















came and told witness of his perjary he 
was sent ont of the room more quickly 
than he came in. 

Bassett—Who told you the

examination of ‘the Chinese witness 
yesterday ?—Jovansen told me that

one witness had gone’ to you and told 
you that he did pick up a knife, and 
‘you told him that if he eaid that be 
‘would be put in geol, or words to that 
effect. 

Witness said that at the present 
trial he was glad to find that the wit 
ness was telling the truth, Witness 
did not hear the Chinese ° protest 
against being arrested, and ask to be 
allowed to go to the Race Club. 

Didn't you see your interpreter go 
up to him and tell him to go?—No. 
As I thonght that your action was 
very high-banded in baving this man 
arrested in the Conrt room without » 
warrant, I thought it my duty to inter- 
vene in this matter to see that no 
ittice was done. I have two Chinese 
esses who have disappeared, and 
who wonld consider this as intimida- 
tion, Ihad to show them that T was 
in a position to protect them if they 
told the trath. 

Witnese admitted that he had 
volunteered to go to the Mixed Court 
to defend this man, becane he con- 
sidered that an injustice had been done. 
Under Chinese law there was no per- 
jory, so that witness did not consider 
that this 
























ander American, English, 
law a policeman would’ be failing to ‘to 
bis duty if he did not arrest © man 
who, he had reasonable grounds to 
snepect, had committed a crime, He 
must decline to answer on thin point, 
not being an expert in American law. 
The witness ought to have been protec- 
ted for coming to Court and telling the 
trath, 

His Honour said that there was oo 
need to go any further into this quex- 
tion, because anyone familiar with 
American and English law knew that 
it was the duty of the police to arrest 
anyone who bad committed « crime in 
his presence. ‘The law on the subject 
was plain. 

Witness said that he understood 
that Mr. Brooks had taken up this 
man's case, Witness had based hix 
cros-examination entirely upon the 
statement that Jovansen had made to 
him. So far as witness knew his in- 
terpreter was not acquainted with 
this Chinese witness. itnens’s two 
Chinese witnesses, who had vo'ntiteer- 
ed to come to Court, had not 
tnmned np that morning, and he did 
not know where they were. They were 
present the preceding day. They were 
present at the hotel at the time of the 
alleged arcault, and hearing the noise 
they looked in and saw Jovansen with 
a knife in his hand. Witness had not 
made any attempt at all to sec the 
Chinese witnesses for the prosecution. 
Had he done so, doubtless the District 
Attorney would now accnse him of 
trying to get them to give testimoney 
contrary to that given st the former 
trial. “Tt was very difficult to say. what 
motive Jovansen had in pressing this 
ease. 

‘Mr. Bassett—Then what sensational 
deselopment did you expect to oocar at 
sll?—That we should not makes 
number of motions which, being soundly 
worded, would. not: beoverraled. 
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‘That is the information you gave to 
the papers ? 

Mr. Fleming—That is'a very im- 
proper question. 


His Honoar—The occurrences in 
the Court room yesterday were exceed- 
ingly unusual. A witness who had 
been before the Court, and who had 
made a statement under oath which had 
been the basis of the prosecution at the 
critical moment of his examination 
yesterday changed his testimony materi- 
ally. That statement, so far as it is pos- 
sible to judge from indications, would not 

ave been made except for 80 

ordinary motive. Now when tl 
tion came as to why he had changed, 
instead of saying that he bad been bribed. 
this time and admitting that he had now 
perjured himself, he stated that he had 
perjured himself at the former hearing 
of the case. Mr. Bassett is now bring- 
ing ont what was manifest to everyone 
present at the time, that the chief 
counsel for the accused appeared to be 
familiar with the testimony that tho 
witness would give The District 
Attorney's questions indicate that Mr. 
‘Masso has gone to the stand voluntarily, 
Now someone is responsible for this 

jury. In the interests of justice he 
Eriying to fix that responsibilty. for 
the commission of the crime of perjury. 
Ho is therefore entitled to takes wide 
range in bis testimony, and it is his 
duty to question this witness. 

Mr. Fleming said that the District 
Attorney had not made the statement 
now made by his Honour. 

Witness said that he did not recol- 
lect having given information to 
any of the papers that sensational 
developments would take place 
this trial, He had not intimated to 
the reporter of the “China Gazette” 
that sensational developments were 
expected. The sensation witness ex- 

was not that one of the pro- 
secution’s witnesses would commit 
perjury. 

In re-examination Mr. Fleming put 
to the witness an affidavit that had been 
admitted in the former trial, made by 
Mrs, Stewart with the stipulation 
thereto attached. 

In reply to the Court witness re- 
peated his statement in regard to 
Jovansen's admission that he had 
perjured himself. He understood that 
if Price had paid Jovansen $2,000 as 
damages for alleged loss to the hotel 
in consequence of the incident there, 
Jovansen would have told the trath, 
Jovansen’s financial status while he 
was in the Shanghai was not very good 
to the best of his belief. He knew 
that Mrs, Stewart was a respectable 
married woman. 

Mr. Fleming entered a general 
objection to the Judge's questions. 

Frederic Davies, sworn, stated what 
he knew of Jovansen's reputation in 
Shanghai and Yokohama. On the 
evening of the alleged assault Jovansen 
came to see witness at the Astor 
House, and told him about the affair. 
Witness said that the police had told 
him that Jovanseo drew a knife. At 
first Jovansen denied this, but later 
he said that it was true. Witneas 












































knew Mrs. Stewart, who was  respect- 
able woman as far as he knew. 

8. Hertzburg, stated that be was 
the proprietor of St. George's Hotel. 
He took possession on June 25, 
1906. He hed known Jovansen for 
threo years. At first he was manager ; 
Inter he leased the hotel from witness. 
He was not an honest man. He was 
bad man, and was crazy. Witness 
recounted how he returned from Vladi- 
rostok on May 15, 1907, and found 
all the boys and servants clamouring 
for their wages, which, they said, bad 
not been paid for six months. Tang 
Yan told him that Jovansen had 
offered to pay him his wages, but he 
most not tell the trath in Court. 
Jovansen told witness that he could 
have got $10,000 from Price to settle 
the case, But be would not take it ; 
he was a respectable man. 

Crose-examined — Witness believed 
that Jovansen left for Japan on May 
27. He had had one of the boys em- 
ployed by Jovansen in his service antil 
last month, when he got sick and went 
away. Jovansen thought that this boy 
was trying to poison him by putting 
needles in his toast, 

The Court thea adjourned until 
3 p.m. 

(On resaming Mr. Fleming took ex- 
ception to Mrs, Honour's questions to 
himself in regard to the reputation of| 
Mrs. Stewart, on the ground that in 
the testimony of Jovansen, which bad 
been admitted as evidence at this trial, 
his Honour had raled that the character 
of the woman was not in question. 

The objection was overruled. 

Dr. Hinckley was then called by Mr. 
Fleming, who sought to introduce Mrs, 
Stewart's affidavit which formed part of 
the record of the former trial, into thie 
case through the Clerk of the Court. 

This Mr. Bassett opposed, and he 
was upheld by the Judye, though M 
Fleming maintained that the t 
Attorney had agreed that this affidavit 
should form part of the record of the 
trial, and this was the only trial, as the 
first hearing bad been reversed on ap- 
peal 

















‘Alter considerable argument on this 
point Mr. Fleming asked Dr. Hinckley 
if there was not in the possession of the 
Court at the present time » sum of 
about $910 Mex, belong to Price, his 
object being to show that the defendant 
had sufficient money in Court to pay 
Jovanson's expenses to Shanghai. 

The District Attorney said that this 
money had been filed as security for the 
costs of appeal, and could not be ap- 
plied to thié purpose. 

8. R. Price was then sworn, and 
repeated substantially the testimony he 
had given at the former hearing. He 
said that when he went to the hotel he 
‘and Mrs. Stewart sat at a table, and he 
ordered two lemonades. A few minutes 
Inter be saw that the boy was standing 
‘there and had not got the drinks. 
When ssked why be had not done so 
the boy replied “No can.” Master 
have talkee.” Witness told him to fetch 
bis master. He returned and said that 
his master would not come. Witness 
then went in to see Jovansen, and found 
him very much excited. He asked 
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what was the matter and Jovansen 
‘began to make some statement 

‘tory to the woman. Witness told him 
he was crazy, and said that if it were 
not for making s scandal he would 
punch the top of his head off. Jovansen 
then said all right, he would serve them. 
But the boy did not bring the drinks, 
‘and as witness saw that Jovansen did 
not intend to serve them he tried to get 
the lady out of the place. She suspected 
what had happened, and got up and went 
away. A few minutes later witness went 
in and found ber in the pantry, talking 
to Jovansen, She was very indignant, 
and ssid that she bad never been treated 
in this way before, and that when her 
husband arrived he would deal with 
Jovansen. Jovansen then told her to 
go to—and get out of the place, 
The lady left the room, and witness 
advanced towards Jovansen. At that 
time Jovansen had a bottle in his 
band, bat now he dropped it and 
picked up a knife, Witness then 
drew his revolver, which he knew was 
not loaded, and pointing it at Jovan- 
sen, told him to drép the knife. 
Jovansen did so and ran under the 
table, where he started yelling at the 
top of his voice, Witness then went 
outside, and at the request of the 
woman handed the revolver to her, and 
told her to go the Astor House as 
he would have to go the Police 
Station. She wanted to come with 
him. Then Inspector Gibson came up 
and felt witness's pocket for the 
revolver. Witness told him the lady 
had it, and a Chinese boy who was 
standing by at the time was sent to 
her, and brought it back. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bassett wit- 
ness repeated the story several times 
in detail. He could not say whether 
Mrs. Stewart entered the hotel through 
the bar when she went off to find 
Jovansen, He had met Mrs. Stewart at 
the Astor House, and had tea with her 
several times. Witness identified his 
ignature to a certain document put to 

im by Mr. Bassett. He had sworn to 
its contents, and at the time he be- 
lieved them to be trae, 

Mr. Fleming successfully objected to 
questions upon the contents of this 
document. 

In re-examination, the witness denied 
that he advanced towards Jovansen in 
a threatening manner. He had no 
intention of assaulting him. He only 
drew the revolver to frighten him. He 
understood that Mrs. Stewart was now 
in Austria. 

‘Some further discussion ensued as to 
Mrs. Stew: affidavit, and on Mr. 
Fleming giving his assurance that to 
the best of his knowledge she was out 
of the jurisdiction of this Court, the 
District Attorney said that for the 
purposes of this case he was willing to 
accept this assurance. 

Hie Honour then admitted her 
affidavit. 


This concluded the case for the de- 




















fence. 

The District Attorney then recalled 
Sub-Inspector Morey, who stated that 
the previous day he had been requested 
to detain « Chinese witness. When 
witness got outside the door this Chi- 
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rated to go to the Race Club, 
but witness told him that he was under 
arrest, and that he would have to come 
to Hongkew Police Station. Just 
about that time Mr. Cook, Mr. Musso’s 
interpreter, touched the man on the 
shoulder and said “Yes, you must go 
to the Police Station.” The Chinese 
witness looked towards Mr. Cook. 
Then he went to the Police Station. 

Mr, Fleming moved to have all this 
evidence struck out. 

His Honour overraled the application. 

Crogs-examined by Mr. Musso, wit- 
ness said that he was aware that Mr.

‘The District Attorney then recalled 
Dr. Hinckley, who identified the docu- 
ment that had been shown to Price for 
the identification of his signature as

J. H. Brown and Laura Brown y. S. 
R. Price, filed on June 5, 1907. Mr. 
Price had sworn to this document 
before witness. There was another 
document attached to this defence, 
which was filed at the same time, and 
was under a common seal with it, 

Mr. Bassett stated that this document 
was certified by the Spanish Consul and 
‘at the ond it read as follows: “In 
Witness hereof we have hereunto set 
onr hands and seals in the day and year 
en: (signed) S. R. 
Signed sealed and delivered in 
in the presence of (signed) F. M. 
Brooks-(signed) G. D. Musso (signed) 
Frank Gordon.” 

After some argument as to the ad- 
mission of the document in this way, the 
District Attorney stated that he ints 
duced it because Mr. Musso had stated 
that he had never seen Price before 
the time of this assault. This docament 
was dated September 26, 1905. 

Mr. Musso—I said that I had never 
known him, 

Mr. Bassett—This shows that this 
document was signed by Pi 
presence of Mr. Musso, 

‘Mr. Musso—It shows my 
next to Mr. Price’s. I am 
g0 on to the stand to explain it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Musso, Dr. 
Hinckley stated that he would have to 
examine the document very carefully to 
‘see if there was anything on the face of 
it to lead him to swear that Mr. Musso 
was present when Price signed this 
document. 

‘This concluded Mr. Bassett’s case. 

Mr. Musso then took the stand 
in and stated that he had not seen 
Price sign this document, His recol- 
lection of the matter was that Mr. 
Brooks acted for Price, and that he 
(witness) was acting for Gordon, He 
went to the Spanish Consulate with 
Gordon, they both signed the document, 
and then they left. He had not seen the 
document since. He only witnessed 
his client's signature, and then left. 

Cross-examined—He did not admit 
that this document was a verbatim copy 
of the original. 

The case was then adjourned for 
argument until 10 a.m. next day. 

‘Mr. Museo stated that he had a case

Shanghai, August 27, 1908. 


There is little change to report this week; clear- 
ances have: been satisfactory, especially for the River 
ports ad Shantung, indicating that the autumn demand 
will probably be on the normal scale. Chinese are 
getting many of their goods upon advantageous terms, 
although the retail prices are probably high, owing to 
the depreciation of copper cash. Still the broad facts are 
that they have been able to get advancing prices for 
much of their prodace on account of the fall in Ex- 
change, whilst they have not been called upon to pay 
any corresponding advance for imported goods. Under 
those circumstances it is only reasonable to look for a 
good demand and a material reduction in stocks. If 
importers will only realise that the demand may be 
created to some extent by abnormally low prices, that 
there may be another period of stagnation when no. 
more bargains are obtainable, and that the only chance 
of permanent improvement lies in acting with great 
caution as regards new supplies, we way be able to 
begin the New Year with the market in «healthier 
state than it has been since the beginning of the 
Russo-Japanese war. 

‘Advices from the North are still anything but 
‘encouraging. The public telegrams tell us that » 
distioguished Japanese statesman, in passing through 
Manchuria, is reported to have said that he was 
convinced that Japan bad a bright prospect before her 
in that country, in which case there will still be hope 
for foreign trade, seeing that the régimé of equal 
opportunity is the basis of the policy to be upheld 
there. 

‘The weather locally bas been excellent for the 
growing cotton crop aud at present everything points 
to good bi ‘Telegrams from Europe indicate that 
hhas been a considerable amount of speculation in 
American Cotton, the price of Middling has declined 
from §.71d. on the 29th instant to 5.23d. to-day. 
Every one is waiting now to see what the basis of the 
new crop is likely to be; as the yield is said to be 
much larger than last year, whilst consumption is 
greatly curtailed by mills working short time, it is not 
improbable that shall settle down to « lower level of 


average price. 


























Inquiries have been a good dea- 
more plentiful during the week, but there are comparat 
tively few sellers at the prices offered. Yangtse marketr 
are the chief buyers and we hear of sales in Blue Fou 
men at Tis, 3.00, Three Joss at Tis. 2.95 and Red 
Two Cash at Tis. 2.92}. Auction prices show no 
change one way or the ot! 

4-Ib. to 7-Ib.—A sale of Horseman 7-Ib. at Tis.

Translation of letter from the Taotai to 
the Senior Coneul, dated July 22, 1908. 

In regard to the case of ChenPing-chao, 
the holder of # bean-curd stall recently 
ejected and arrested by the West Hon, 
kew Police, outside their boundary, io 
the Chinese district in Chapei, after 
receipt of your letter on July 4 stating 
that the locality in question is the 
western section of the North Soochow 
Road and though i outside the 
Settlement/the property should be under 
‘the control of the Municipal Council, 
ete., I wrote to the Chapei Police Bureau 
asking for the appointment of a deputy 
to inguire into the matter: he now 
reports as follows : 

From the Thibet Road Bridge west- 
ward, the Chinese district commences 
from the vacanteland of the Chin Yuen 
timber hong, being directly opposite the 
boundary-line of Hua Tung Fang 
where an iron board was erected, on the| 
west thereof being the Hua PeCompany, 
the property from the Yuen Shen 
timber hong to Sing Shen Tai hong| 
belonging to Ching Chong, that from 
Sing Shen Tai hong to the corner of the 
‘Wau-chen Road belonging to a Chinese 
merchant named Chu Tang-tse, and that 
west of the Wu-chen Road to an alleyway 
at the Sinza (Stone) Bridge being 
the property of a Cantonese merchant 
named Chang. In 1899 the Council 
constructed the road along the Soochow 
Creek from the boundary marked by 
‘the iron board westward to the corner 
of the alleyway at Sinza Bridge, taking 
over 200 feet of land in length without 
payment; there was no official announce- 














tions to the work at the time. The 
section of road from the eaid alleyway 
ap to the Sinza Bridge was constracted 
by the Chinese Police and a wooden 
railing was erected at the point. In 
regard to the Council's statement that

This proclamation, so far as the 
eat is concerned, is not regarded 
¢ Conneil as either necessary or 
























‘and no part of series of crimes such 
as would call for the exceptional remedy 
proposed. Secondly, the statement 
contained in the document as to the 
increased number of larcenies is mislead- 
‘ing in the face of the Police evidence, 
which is to the effect that this number 
during last month was less than in any 
month for more than «year. Finally 
there is the standard objection to this 
type of proclamation, that it is an 
assertion of native official authority 
which the status of the Foreign Settle- 
‘ment does not warrant. 

It is therefore decided, in reply, to 
express the hope that the Consular 
Body may support the view that the 
proclamation is not one which may 
properly be posted within Settlement 
imits.
